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Apparatus for Making Paper of 
Uniform Weight. 

When making paper, in order to secure 
a uniformity of the weight or thickness of 
the paper produced, it is necessary that the 
pulp shall not only be of a uniform consist- 
ency, but also that it shall be delivered 
to the machine with greater or less rapidity, 
according to the speed at which the ma- 
chine is driven. Neither uniformity in 
the consistency of the pulp nor a graduation 
of the rate of delivery to the machine will be 
alone sufficient to secure uniform results. The 
regulation of the consistency and the regula- 
lation of the feed are both necessary to the end 
in view, and are dependent each upon the 
other. It is designed to carry out this prin- 
ciple in the machine herewith illustrated. 

To accomplish this the pulp is delivered to 
an automatic mechanism by which its con- 
sistency is regulated, and from which it is de- 
livered of an unchanging consistency to a feed 
mechanism, from which it passes to the paper- 
machine. The valve or other feed-controlling 
device by which the rate of delivery is in- 
creased or diminished is connected with and 
controlled by the paper-machine, so that as 
the speed of the machine decreases the deliv- 
ery of the pulp thereto will be increased to 
correspond, and vice versa. 

Figure 1 is an elevation partly in section, 
showing the mechanism introduced for action 
between the stuff-chest and the paper-ma- 
chine. Fig. 2 isa horizontal section on the 
line xx, showing the arrangement of valves 
for regulating the delivery of the material to 
the machine. Fig. 3 is an outline illustrating 
modified forms of the invention. 

In the illustration A represents a stuff- 
box or reservoir, The stock is pumped 
from the main chest into the stuff-box in the 
ordinary manner. Near one side the stuff- 
box contains a vertical partition, a, rising 
from the bottom to a point near the top. 
The pulp flowing over the top of this parti- 
tion descends on the opposite side and es- 
capes near the bottom of the box through a 
conductor, B, into a receptacle, C. The re- 
ceptacle C is suspended from one end of a 
balanced lever or scale-beam, D, which is 
weighted or balanced in such manner that it 
will remain in equilibrium when the recep- 
tacle C is filled to the proper height with 
pulp of the proper consistency. The recep- 
tacle C contains a vertical partition, 4, extend- 
ing from a point near the top to a point near 
the bottom. The pulp entering on one side 
of this partition passes thereunder and es- 
capes from the opposite side, near the top, 
through an overflow-spout, c. This construc- 
tion maintains the pulp at a uniform height 
within the receptacle. 

As the specific gravity of the pulp varies ac- 
cording to its consistency, it follows that any 
change in the consistency will destroy the 
equilibrium and cause the receptacle C to de- 
scend or ascend, as the case may be. 

To one side of the receptacle is attached an 
arm, d, connecting with the spindle ¢ of a 
valve, 7, which controls the delivery of water 
through the pipe E into the spout or conductor 
B, through which the pulp is delivered from 
the stuff-box into the receptacle. The specific 
gravity of the stock is greater than that of the 
water. When, therefore, the consistency of 
the pulp in the receptacle becomes too thick, 
the resulting depression of the receptacle 
causes the valve to be opened and water to 
be admitted through the pipe to the receptacle 
until the pulp is reduced to the proper con- 
sistency, whereupon, the equilibrium being 
again established, the receptacle rises and the 
flow of water diminishes or ceases. In this 
manner the pulp is delivered from the recep- 
tacle C of a constant unvarying consistency. 

The pulp flowing from the receptacle C is 
received in a stationary receptacle, F, pro- 
vided with an overflow-pipe, G, by which the 
body of pulp is maintained at a constant 
height therein. This regulation of the height 
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or head of the pulp within the receiver F is 
important, in that it insures a uniform delivery 
when the outlet-valve is at a given adjustment. 
In the bottom of the receiver F there is an 


outlet-port, g, through which the pulp de- 
scends to the conductor leading to the paper- 


machine. This opening is closed by means of 
two horizontally-sliding valves, H and I, mov- 
ing at right angles to each other, and one 
above the other, the first-named valve being 
designed for adjustment by hand, while the 
second is operated automatically. A screw rod, 
J, mounted in suitable fixed bearings, engages 
at one end with the valve I, and is provided at 
the opposite end with a spur-wheel, K. This 
wheel is acted upon and turned in one direc- 
tion or the other by two arms or pawls, L and 
M, applied to a reciprocating bar, N, which is 
mounted in a revolving head or post, O, and 
connected with the inner ends of the weighted 
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arms P, the device being similar in this regard 
to the ordinary ball-governor. The rotary 
head is connected by mitre gear with a shaft, 
Q, carryinga pulley, R, which is connected by 
a belt with the paper-machine or with the 
mechanism through which motion is commu- 
nicated to the machine, so that the governor 
will receive a speed corresponding precisely 
with that of the paper-machine. As the speed 
of the paper-machine increases, the corre- 
sponding increase in the speed of the gov- 
ernor will cause the arms P to be thrown out- 
ward by centrifugal force, the effect of which 
will be to depress the bar N and cause the dog 
L to turnthe screw! J, and thereby open the 
valve I, so as to permit the pulp to flow more 
rapidly to the machine. A decrease in the 
speed of the machine is followed by an eleva- 
tion of the bar N anda closing of the valve I 
to a corresponding extent, so that the rate of 
delivery of the pulp is reduced t@ correspond 
with the speed of the machine. 


In place of the overflow-pipe G, or in addi- 
tion to it, for the purpose of maintaining a 
uniform height of the pulp in the receiver F, 
a float, S, may be employed, suspended from 
one end of a lever, T, the opposite end of which 
serves to raise and lower the arms or pawls U 
V, mounted to slide on a vertical rotary shaft, 
W, driven through intermediate gearing from 
the paper machine. As the pawls are raised 
or lowered, one or the other will engage with 
a spur-wheel, X, attached to a screw, Y, which 
controls a valve, Z, for regulating the delivery 
of the material from the stuff-box A, 

In place of the two independent valves 
moving at right angles to each other, 
to regulate the feed, a valve, either flat 
or circular, movable in two directions at 


right angles to each other over a_ throat 
or passage corresponding in form and size 
to the valve-opening, the movement in 
one direction to be effected by hand and in the 
other direction by the automatic governor, 
may be used. The valve made of circular 
form is adapted to slide in an axial direction, 
and also to rotate within the body. It is pro- 
vided with a transverse rectangular port or 
opening corresponding to that of the shell. 
When the two openings correspond the valve 
will deliver its full capacity ; but moving the 
valve either axially or in a rotary direction will 
have the effect of throwing the ports out of regis- 
ter to a greater or less extent, and thus reduc- 
ing the flow of material. The valve is provided

with a spindle, which may be moved longi- 
tudinally by hand, ani is also provided with a 
spur-wheel, engaging a worm, the shaft of 
which is provided with a spur-wheel adapt- 
ed to be actuated by the governor in 
the same manner as above described. 
Changes in the speed of the paper-machine 
will cause the worm to rotate the valve, and 
thus open or close its port, controlling the rate 
of delivery according to the speed of the ma- 
chine. 


Referring to Fig. 3, it will be found to repre- 
sent substantially that arrangement of parts 
which are commonly used for supplying pulp 
to a paper-machine with these devices in vari- 
ous forms. In this case A’ represents the en- 
gine. B’ represents a spout conducting the 
stock from the engine into a stuff-chest, C’, 
provided with rotary beaters. This stuff- 
chest is connected at its bottom by a delivery 
pipe, D’, provided with a force-pump or equiv- 
alent device to a stuff-box, E’, from which a 
pipe, F’, returns the surplus material to the 
stuff-box, as usual. From the stuff-box E’ 
the stock flows through the pipe F” by way 
of a fan pump, G’, and a spout, H’, into a 
‘*mixing-box,”” I’, whence it is delivered 
through a screen, J’, to the paper machine 
proper. In an apparatus thus organized the 
uniform consistency of the stock may be 
secured by mounting the tank or body of the 
engine A’ on a counterbalanced lever, K’, 
so that it will rise or fall according to the 
specific gravity of its contents, which should 
remain at a constant level therein. A pipe, 
L', supplies water to the engine for re- 
ducing the pulp, while a second pipe, M’, 
serves to discharge the surplus water. The 
two valves are provided with cocks, which are 


connected, respectively, by links N’, to the res- 
ervoir of the engine, so that as the latter rises 
and falls it will effect the automatic opening 
and closing of the respective valves, thus con- 
trolling the admission and discharge of the 
water in such manner as to maintain an un- 
changing consistency of the stock; or, in 
place of regulating the consistency of the 
stock at the engine, there may be introduced 
between the stuff-box and the mixing-box 
a receiving-vessel, O', arranged to receive 
material directly from the stuff-box, and pro- 
vided with an overflow-pipe, P’, for return- 
ing the surplus material to the stuff-chest, 
whereby the constant level of the material is 
maintained in the receiver. The pipe L’ serves

to deliver water into the receiver for the pur- 
pose of reducing the consistency of the stock. 
Within the receiver there are two floats, Q’ 
and R’, the former arranged to float at all 
times upon the surface, while the latter is of 
such buoyancy that although it will float upon 
the surface when the stock is of the proper 
consistency it will sink below the surface 
when the consistency or specific gravity is re- 
duced. The two floats are connected by cords 
passing over guide-pulleys with opposite ends 
of a lever, S’, so that the sinking of either 
float must be followed by the rising of the 
other. The guide-pulleys for the cords are 
mounted in opposite ends of a centrally piv- 
oted lever, T’, so that the sinking of either 
weight is accompanied by a depression of the 
corresponding end of the lever. At one end 
the lever is connected “by a link, U', in the 
water-pipe' V’. When the pulp becomes too 
thin, the float R’ will sink, depressing one end 
of the lever T’, opening the valve W’, and ad- 
mitting water until the proper consistency is 
again established. 


In place of the foregoing arrangement, the 
regulation of the stock may be effected in the 
mixing-box I’ by placing therein a float, Q’, 
adapted to float on the surface of the pulp 
when it is of the proper consistency, and con- 
necting this float by an intermediate lever 
with a water-admission valve, W"; ora flexible 
diaphragm from which the pulps flows may be 
so combined with valve mechanism that, sink- 
ing beneath the weight of the heavy pulp, it 
will cause the water-admission valve to be 
opened. 

While the feed mechanism or mechanism 
for controlling the rate of delivery of the ma- 
chine represented in Figs. 1 and 2 answers its 








purpose, it may sometimes be found advisable 
to use the rotary feeder, such as represented 
at X’, Fig. 3. This consists of a cylinder 
revolving beneath the mouth of the receptacle 
O', which is closed thereby. The feeder is 
provided in its periphery with a number of 
cells or pockets, which are carried beneath 
the mouth of the receiver, and thus past the 
mouth of the pipe Y', which communicates 
with the fan-pump. Each cell or pocket in 
passing the receiver is filled therefrom, the 
stock in the pocket being carried forward by 
the rotation of the feeder and discharged into 
the pipe Y’. 

In order to effect the arbitrary regulation 
of the amount of stock delivered, the Tre- 
volving feeder X’ has at one end a plate, 
Z', adjusted in the direction of the axis 
by a central screw, and provided with 
blocks or arms which enter the ends of 
the cells or pockets, so that by turning the 
screw the capacity of the pocket may be in- 
creased or diminished at will.

Preparation of Paraffine or Wax 
Paper. 


The process heretofore employed in the 
preparation of paper for various preserva- 
tive purposes, and more especially for the ex- 
clusion of moisture or air and dampness when 
the paper is used as a wrapper or cover, by 
coating or incorporating with it wax or other 
fatty matter, such as paraffine, has been to run 
the plain paper over a roller covered with 
melted wax in such manner that it would be _ 
smeared with the wax on its one side or sur- 
face, the wax afterward being forcibly pressed 
into and partially through the paper and in- 
corporated with it, one side of the paper being 
thus left unprotected with the wax. 

A new process produces a wax-paper in 
which both sides are thoroughly and evenly 
coated with the wax, and in which the wax is 
placed upon the surfaces of the paper just 
where it is needed without fully filling the 
body of the paper. Wax-paper thus made 
may be applied with the same advantage, 
either side outermost, and by not filling the 
body of the paper with wax a saving in wax 
is made, and consequently a saving in the 
cost of manufacturing the wax-paper. 

The roll or webbing of paper to be waxed 
is mounted on a suitable drum or reel, carried 
by the frame of the apparatus at one end, a 
winding-reel being arranged at a proper dis- 
tance apart or at the opposite end of the ap- 
paratus for taking up the paper after it has 
been waxed, and for drawing the paper 
through the apparatus. The paper roll or 
webbing is caused to first pass up and over a 
loose roller, and from thence down and under 
a loose guide-roller into the trough which con- 
tains the melted wax and which forms the wax- 
bath. This last guide or roller is so arranged 
that when the process is being carried out it is 
wholly or mostly submerged in the melted wax, 
whereby the paper in passing down to and up 
from the roller has both its sides or surfaces 
exposed to the wax, and so that when it leaves 
the bath it is waxed on both sides instead of 
only on one side as heretofore. 

After the paper leaves the bath it is passed up 
between two series of opposite side scrapers, 
each series or frame of scrapers having any 
number of scrapers arranged one above the 
other, and the scrapers in either frame being 
so arranged that they are intermediate of 
and project in between the scrapers of the 
other series or frame, thus causing the paper, 
as it passes up between the two sets of scra- 
pers, to move in a zigzag course. This flexing 
of the paper is important to secure a perfect 
removal of the surplus wax and to give a 
coating of the required thickness and evenness 
on the opposite sides or surfaces of the paper, 
and such flexing action and strain on the pa- 
per is made adjustable to meet different re- 
quirements. The wax in the trough and the 
scrapers for removing surplus wax may be 
heated by steam-pipes in the trough and 
frames carrying the scrapers. From the 
scrapers the wax paper passes up over one 
ormore guide-rollers to the take-up and draft- 
wheel. This reel is set at a suitable distance 
from the scrapers to allow of the wax cooling 
or setting on the paper before the paper is 
wound on the reel.

In my communication of last week I 
stated that Samuel Waterhouse and Frank 
Shannon had associated themselves with Train, 
Smith & Co., and would be interested in the 
paper department of this firm’s business. Had 
illustrated cuts appeared with the article these 
two gentlemen would possibly have recognized 
themselves, but they could not from the types. 
These two gentlemen have long been very 
intimate with each other, both socially and in 
business, but they have each endeavored to 
preserve his own individuality, and dislike 
much to be so mixed that one cannot tell him- 
self from the other. I beg your pardon, gen- 
tlemen, “cutting you up” as I did, and 
now I will ‘‘render unto Czsar the things 
which are Caesar's,” and ask the types to help 
me out. - So set ’em up, Samuel Shannon and 
Frank Waterhouse, and the trade will recog- 
nize them once more. 

With the coming of September the long 
summer dullness was expected to give way to 
greater activity in the several lines of the 
paper trade, and from a review of this month’s 
business some branches of the trade have 
slightly recovered. This improvement has 
been confined to demand only, as the low 
prices so long ruling still continue, though a 
firm tone now characterizes the market. 

Paper is moving more freely from dealers’ 
hands, and manufacturers are better supplied 
with orders than during past months. These 
are favorable features, and if steadily main- 
tained may lead to some little improvement in 
prices. 

Paper-stock importers report a fair amount 
of trade and a firm market, but no shadow of 
an advance in quotations. Inquiries for 
stock, they say, are more numerous, and man- 
ufacturers are found to be in a better mood 
for buying, but buyers act very cautiously in 
supplying their wants. 

The domestic market is also very firm and 
dealers claim that the spot supply of domestic 
rags is small. 

In the chemical market a better feeling pre- 
vails, as the demand seems to run along in 
a steady way, though not over large. Bleach- 
ing powder is without much change, being 
quoted at 1.60@1%c., and quiet. Caustic

soda is firmer at 2.60@2.65c. Soda ash is in 
good steady demand at 14@l1.40c. for 48 per 
cent.; high test, 1.32%@r1.35c. Of 58 per 
cent. soda ash no spot lots are in hand, this 
brand being delivered on contracts as soon as 
received. Soda crystals are steady at I.05c., 
with supplies small. Clay is without change 
in quotations. Rosins are quiet and quoted at 
$1.65 for F. and $1.80 for G. 


The receipts of paper stock for the week to 
date foot up all told 1,563 bales and coils, 
classed as follows : 768 bales of paper stock, 
255 bales of paper waste, 207 bales of flax 
waste, 62 bales of old bagging and 271 coils 
of old rope. The receipts of wood pulp show 
3,560 bundles. 

Of chemicals the imports include 943 casks 
of bleaching powder, 200 drums of caustic 
soda, 489 casks of soda ash, 66 casks of al- 
kali, 560 barrels and 200 kegs of soda crystals. 

Other imports include 300 casks of china 
clay, 470 barrels of rosin and 52 bales of hide 
cuttings.

Holyoke Notes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 





Ho.voxe, Mass., October r, 1885. 


We have had beautiful weather this 
week, bright and sunshiny, with the mercury 
dodging around from 70° to 80° in the shade. 
And the trade prospect resembles the sun- 
shine to a certain extent, as it is slowly but 
surely growing brighter. There is a quiet, 
steady business being done by the manufac- 
turers which speaks well for the future, as it 
shows that confidence is being restored. While 
large orders are not the rule, there is an in- 
crease in the size of the smaller ones, and 
there is more of them. Dealers who have 
been buying fifty and seventy-five reams of 
certain kinds of paper heretofore have begun 
to double their orders. Some of the mills 


Rice, Kendall & Co. are handling a line of have orders enough on their books to keep 


‘‘matrix”’ paper for stereotypers’ use, which 
is giving satisfaction in the printing trade. 
For long years ‘‘matrix” paper has been 
largely imported, but the Crocker Manufac- 
turing Company, of Holyoke, has after many 
experiments succeeded in producing a ‘‘ma- 
trix” paper which is claimed to be fully equal, 
if not superior, to the best of foreign make. 
In the stereotyping department of the Boston 
Herald, the Advertiser, the Evening Record 
and the New York World Crocker’s American 
matrix paper is being used, and it is pro- 
nounced by the several foremen to be equal 
to any paper of the kind heretofore worked. 
Two kinds are manufactured, one for the 
‘rolling in” and one for the ‘‘ brush” pro- 
cess, as paper suitable for one process is not 
adapted for the other. Rice, Kendall & Co. 
are the sole agents for this matrix paper, and 
they supply the trade and guarantee satisfac- 
tion. Samples are sent free upon application. 

While in Lawrence last week I called at the 
mills of the Merrimac Paper Company and 
found C. E. Miller in charge of the office. C. 
S. Mayo, the agent of the company, has just 
returned from a very successful business trip 
of three weeks’ duration. The product of the 
Merrimac Paper Company includes machine- 
finished and super-calendered book, engine- 
sized flats and blank-book papers. The ca- 
pacity is eight tons, and the mills are running 
to their full capacity. And it is claimed that 
during a period of four years the mill has not 
shut down a single day for the want of orders. 


them busy for a number of weeks, and I heard 
of a fine mill yesterday that had been running 
its finishing department nights to keep pace 
with orders. Mills where business has been 
slack for some little time are now busy, and 
I think it can now be said truthfully that our 
mills are at present getting off every pound of 
paper that the machine can produce. And 
another gratifying feature is that the goods 
are being disposed of as fast as made, there 
being no accumulation of finished stock. The 
manufacturers say that their Western orders 
are increasirg, which shows that business is 
improving in that section. One manufacturer 
who has recently returned from a brief trip 
through that region, thinks that business is 
better there than in the East. The only unfa- 
vorable aspect of the trade just now is the 
price obtained for the goods. This is too low, 
but there is a good time coming if the paper 
makers can only be patient a little longer. 
With the woolen market booming, cotton 
business picking up all over the country, the 
boot and shoe factories running on full time, 
the crop outlook very gratifying, and even the 
iron industries throwing off their lethargy, the 
paper trade cannot help moving along with the 
tide. Alively demand for goods means better 
prices, and both are coming before long; un- 
less all signs fail. 

There is very little that is new or interesting 
in regard to the stock market. Drummers 
have been plenty this week, but no orders of 
magnitude have been placed. There is a little 
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more activity in some kinds of goods used by 
the fine mills, but asa general thing. the im- 
provement is not marked. There seems to be 
less inclination on the part of the stock dealers 
to push their goods than was shown not iong 
The mills are pretty well supplied as a 
general thing, but the stock on hand is not as 
large as it was six months ago. Prices con- 
tinue to be steady and are likely to remain so. 
There is less said about cholera than there 
was three months ago, which shows that the 
scare is decreasing.

Our enterprising neighbor down the river, 
with her usual ability to secure as many of the 
good things of this world as possible, has just 
dedicated a $10,000 soldiers’ monument, the 
gift of one of her generous citizens—Gurdon 
Bill—with considerable éclat. The occasion 
was One of much importance to the Grand 
Army men of the surrounding region, as it 
gave them an opportunity to visit the ‘‘ City 
of Homes” and march once more shoulder to 
shoulder to the familiar music of the old war 
days. The monument is a very handsome 
shaft about forty-five feet high, built of gray 
stone, with the names of many of the principal 
battles of the war carved on its sides, while 
at the apex stands a bronze soldier leaning on 
his musket. The ceremonies were witnessed 
by a large crowd. The orator of the day was 
Gen. J. R. Hawley, of Hartford, the ode was 
composed by Charles G. Whiting, of the Repus- 
lican ; E. A. Newell, of the Union, read 
Springfield’s record in the war, and brief ad- 
dresses were made by Judge Shurtleff, Colonel 
Warriner and Mayor Phillips. Mr. Bill, the 
donor, will probably never forget the occa- 
sion, which was the outgrowth of his generous 
deed. He is well known in the paper trade, 
having been engaged in the book publishing 
business for years. He is a director of the 
Massasoit and Chester Paper Companies and 
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was president of the Springfield and New Lon- 
don Railroad for five years, 

The Hecla Card and Paper Company, of 
Springfield, manufacturer of glazed papers and 
lithographers’ goods, is financially embar- 
rassed. An attachment was placed on the 
company’s property by the West Warren Pa- 
per Company and Cutler & West. The for- 
mer’s claim amounts to about $1,000, and the 
latter’s is $350. The company has been doing 
business on Hillman street for the past three 
years, H. M. F. Bishop and George W. Ray 
being the responsible men, 

The Crocker Manufacturing Company is in- 
troducing a new kind of paper for stereo- 
typers’ use, to be known as ‘‘ Crocker’s Ameri- 
can Matrix Paper,” which is likely to meet 
with considerable favor. 

The new paper mill at South Hadley ‘is re- 
ceiving its machinery, and will be ready to start 
up in a few weeks.

rags had ever come in, as they had forced down 
| the price of domestic rags. I replied that 
rather had wood pulp forced down the price of 
both. As a packer I am very sorry to see the 
| progress of the wood-pulp movement. I stood 
by and saw them put a chunk of wood in a 
machine, and after it had gone through a num- 
ber of processes it appeared as a sheet of 
paper. Wood has had a very injurious effect 
on the rag trade and will damage it still more. 
| So far as I know the disinfection of rags on 
the other side by sulphur has been done

THE MONEY MARKET.-—Speculation in 
stocks has been fairly active anda strong tone 
has prevailed in the market, the majority of 
active shares closing at an advance. The 
local money market does not develop any 
new features. The supply of funds has been 
temporarily increased by interest and divi- 
dend payments. Call loans range from 1@1% 
per cent., and mercantile paper is still quoted : 
First-class doubled named, sixty days, 34@ 
4 per cent.; four months, 4@4% ; first-class 
single names, sixty days and four months, 
5@6, and good do. do.,°7@8 per cent. Ster- 
ling is quiet, but owing to the scarcity of com- 
mercial bills is firm. Posted rates closed at 
4.84% and 4.86%. Actual rates were as fol- 
lows: Sixty days’, 4.8334@4.84; demand, 
4.8534@4.86c.; cables, 4.86@4.864%; com- 
mercial bills, 4.824 @4.8234. Continental bills 
were quiet. Francs, 5.21%@s5.21% and 
5.19% ; reichsmarks, 94/4@g5 and 95 4@o5 56 
guilders, 4o@40% and 40%@40%. Govern- 
ments were quiet and steady, and the only 
reported sale is of $10,000 3s, registered, 
at 103%c., ex interest. Railroad bonds were 
generally more active and strong in sympathy 
with the stock market. 


THE PAPER. TRADE.—While there is 
an improvement in the paper market in the 
way of more goods selling, there is still a lack 
of ‘‘snap’’ to business. There is no real ac- 
tivity, but dealers and manufacturers as a rule 
feel that the present and next month will show 
a different state of affairs, and that the life 
which is apparent in other lines will come in due 
course of time, and that their long and patient 
wait will be rewarded. _It is to be hoped that 
the expectation will be realized and that we 
may soon be able to chronicle a ‘‘hum.” All 
grades of paper, at least Writings, Book, News 
and Manillas, seem to be in the same boat, 
none of them displaying any special advan- 
tage over the other.

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COAL. —There is a continued improvement 
in anthracite, and larger sales are the rule. 
Saward’s Coal Trade Journal says: ‘‘ There 
is a growing trade in all directions, and the 
majority of the parties who held off earlier in 
the year fearing a decline are now apparently 
of the opinion that the business will take of 
itself in a natural way, and that we shall have 
a general higher market during the next sixty 
days than has been experienced for some time. 
December is likely to be a good month for 
tonnage at least, for the season is backward, 
and it is possible to ship only so much coal. 
The stock in first hands will come in play very 
handily and prevent the attempt to run prices 
beyond a normal point and avoid any reaction 
toward the end of the season. The tonnage 
laid out for September has been pretty nearly 
adhered to, and we think that all of that pro- 
posed for October can be handled without any 
special effort. Prices keep about as last re- 
ported, and we hear that there is beginning to 
be a stronger feeling on Chestnut coal. Quo- 
tations of standard free-burning coals are 
$3.25 for Broken, $3.35 for Egg, $3.85 for 
Stove and $3.40 for Chestnut. It is a question 
if prices will be advanced on the first of 
October, and the opinion prevails that it is 
perhaps best to gain somewhat more strength 
to the present quotations before putting on 
anything further. The line trade prices have 
advanced somewhat and the June circular is 
now about the market. Western prices are 
expected to harden during the next fortnight 
under the improving demand for supplies. 
The D. L. & W. Co. has advanced its prices, 
and we may now quote Broken at $3.25, Egg 
and Chestnut at $3.35 and Stove at $3.85, 
f. 0. b. at shipping points. The Pittston Com- 
pany will advance Stove and Egg 10 cents per 
ton, and we may quote $3.70 for Stove, $3.20 
for Egg, f. 0. b.” Bituminous coals are as 
plentiful as ever, and a low range of prices 
continues in force, with buyers taking advan- 
tage of the same.
